Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entided Bukkake "Splash it All Overl" 6 is classified: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is due to the extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, it presents 
sexual conduct of a highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature. The feature consists 
entirely of one scene where four women are engaged in sexual activity with numerous men. The 
women's preparedness to demean themselves, and push themselves past their physical limits in 
order to satisfy the male participants, is highly degrading to the women concerned and to women 
in general. It was considered whether cuts could be made to the publication in order to reduce this 
affect; however the entire concept behind the feature, of women being essentially humiliated in 
order to arouse men, is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The publication is therefore classified as objectionable. 
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
